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Anslinger Again 

AST year Commissioner Harry J. Anslinger, 

of the Narcotic Bureau, was the recipient of 
considerable criticism because of statements too 
publicly made on the question of doping horses. 
Mr. Anslinger, critics asserted, was gathering 
publicity for himself and his bureau, gathering 
precious little evidence against those who violated 
the narcotic laws. From the argument which 
revolved about Mr. Anslinger, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
remained quietly aloof, feeling as we did that 
the doping of horses should at all costs be 
stopped, feeling that Mr. Anslinger’s taciturnity, 
or lack of it, was of lesser importance. 

What appears to be a new declaration of war 
appears in an article by Frank G. Menke, pub- 
lished in the April issue of Esquire, the body of 
which is made up of direct statements by Mr. 
Anslinger. The most charitable thing, we can say 
about these statements is that perhaps Mr. 
Anslinger has been misquoted. A few random 
samples, offered as Mr. Anslinger’s direct utter- 
ance, will give the tenor of the article: 


The race track people pleaded with me after the 
1933 raids to let them clean their own house. ... Very 
gladly I agreed to give the different racing commissions 
the opportunity to remedy the evil in their own way.... 

Almost two years have passed since then. The com- 
missioners have accomplished little or nothing. They 
have had their chance in full measure. They have failed. 
So the Narcotic Bureau will shortly start a new war 
on the use of narcotics on race horses and that will be 
a’ war to a finish... . 

Over three years ago our agents discovered that 
vast quantities of narcotic drugs were being carried into 
race tracks. Months of investigation followed with the 
astonishing result that close to 1,500 horses were being 
doctored, many of them famous as Thoroughbreds, 

Our men stated that many trainers took pride in their 
own prescriptions, most of which they kept secret to 
themselves, as regards to ingredients. They even boasted 
among themselves as to how much speed their pre- 
scriptions could put in a horse. . . 

With the Narcotic Bureau all set to raid and arrest 
until completely certain that not another grain of 
narcotic drugs was being used on race tracks, a reign 
of terror came to exist among the horsemen with guilty 
consciences. Also it was quickly noted that horses that 
had been consistent winners ceased to be victorious, 
and that horses, depending only their natural 
speed, began to step home front. 


Mr. Anslinger’s story, you will see, is that the 
Narcotic Bureau is in full possession of all the 
facts, that it could clean out doping with no 
serious difficulty, but that it very kind-heartedly 
refrained from doing so because of the scandal 
and consequent damage to racing which might 
ensue, and left the task to the racing commis- 


upon 


sions. The only difficulty is that this benevolent 
attitude will hardly square with Mr. Anslinger’s 
chronic rushing into print about how much 
doping is going on. If anything could be more 
harmful to racing than the article to which we 
have referied, it is difficult to think what it 
might be, and it seems regretable that some of 
the clemency which the Narcotic Bureau exerted 
officially was not used in ex-officio statements. 

Such an attack, however, should not be allowed 
to pass without rebuttal. Mr. Anslinger has 
charged, in very plain words, that the various 
racing commissions are either flatly unable to 
restrain doping, or are flatly unwilling to do so. 
He has charged that approximately one-fourth of 
the horses on the Turf are being stimulated. If 
the individual racing commissions feel that this 
is true, there is not much for them to do but 
call for help. If they feel. that it is not true, 
there is not much for them to do but call Mr. 
Anslinger’s bluff. If the Narcotic Bureau can 
work such wonders, it is perhaps high time that 
we have a sample of their style. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE has steadfastly worked for 
the elimination of doping from the tracks, and 
has protested again and again that 30-day 
suspensions, dated back to the commission of the 
offense, and half-expired before being issued, are 
not adequate controls. At the same time, investi- 
gating as carefully as possible under the cir- 
cumstances, we are convinced that doping, at 
major tracks at least, has been very considerably 
reduced during the last two years. The saliva 
test and the receiving barn have helped. We 
believe that Mr. Anslinger, when and if he 
launches his threatened campaign (and what is 
he waiting for if, as he says, the commissions 
have failed?), will find very little, and that 
what he does find will be no great loss to racing.

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A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


ARCH 12. For 30 hours the rain has poured 

down. It will at least penetrate through the 
last of the deep frost and the land will have a 
chance to settle when it does clear up. With all 
horses indoors and thriving well there was little 
to do. I got out the pedigrees of the mares and 
of the stallions which they will be mated with 
for this year, and figured out what bloodlines 
we were blending and so on. This has been done 
very often before but however much one cons 
a pedigree it seems as though there is always 
more to be noted about it when referred to again. 
One foal seems sure to be here in a few hours 
as the mare has refused her supper and has a 
worried, restless look on her face. She stood 
with her head on my shoulder for the past 10 
minutes, telling me about it all. 


MARCH 13. I had no more than got well off to 
sleep when the heavy tread of the night watch- 
man resounded through the kitchen. After years 
of this subconscious waiting for a call, one rolls 
oui of bed still asleep and into old pants and 
sweater, left handy nearby, without knowing it. 
Last night I found it out when hitting my head 
on the doorpost. The foal which arrived was a 
welcome one, a big rugged sort of colt, and as 
all was well with both mother and son an hour 
saw me back under the covers. 


MARCH 14. A truly springlike day with the 
land drying out fast. The 2-year-olds were on 
the track for some good open gallops this morn- 
ing and it was good to see them out again. Rode 
around looking at the crops here this afternoon 
and found the wheat and rye looking well and 
green. We are growing a lot of these grains as 
we will use all the straw next winter. 


MARCH 15. Sunday again. One gets the work 
over with as soon as possible and the men, ex- 
cept the one whose turn of duty it happens to 
be, are off till evening stable time. The stallions 
seem to know that nothing is expected of them 
and they relax in their paddocks while the in- 
foal mares bunch up together in the spring sun- 
shine. After a week of trying to catch up with 
the belated seasonal work it is good to stroll 
quietly around on Sunday and to take stock of 
the week’s work and plan the next one. Spent 
an enjoyable afternoon showing the horse popu- 
lation of the farm to some of those keen appre- 
ciative visitors whom it is always a pleasure to 
entertain. 


MARCH 16. More visiting mares arrived today 
and our facilities will soon be overtaxed if many 
more arrive before the barren mares can go 
out for good. At the stable the 2-year-olds gal- 
loped this morning in preparation for some 
swifter work tomorrow. If foaling mares and 
services permit, will go up and spend part of the 
morning there. The last of the water lines to 
the paddocks thawed out without bursting today 
so we are once more relieved of the trouble of 
hauling from the stables to the smaller pad- 
docks. The troughs received their regular bi- 
weekly cleaning out today as they are back in 
service again. 

MARCH 17. St. Patrick’s day with the fields 
now rapidly turning to that saint’s emerald hue. 
Saw a set of 2-year-olds breeze up at the train- 
ing stable this morning but as the track was

Brevity 


OLKS still are talking about the performance 

of Brevity, J. E. Widener’s potential super 
horse, in the Florida Derby. Not all of them 
are just talking. For he’s currently the shortest- 
priced futurebook favorite in the history of the 
Kentucky Derby, at 215-1. And Frank (Red) 
Cosgrove, former telegrapher, who is making 
book in Jersey, reports one chunk of $6,000, all 
to win, at 3-1. Meantime, Pete Coyne is allowing 
the son of *Sickle and Ormonda to loaf a bit at 
Hialeah. He is a good doer and a level-headed 
colt (a lot of the *Sickles are “hot under the 
collar’). According to present plans, he will 
move to Derby Town within the next three 
weeks and there receive the bulk of the fast work 
for his engagement, starting once at the meeting 
prior to the May second fixture. It is earnestly 
to be hoped that Coyne, who trained Agile to 
win the 1905 Derby, and Widener, who has been 
trying to win a renewal for years, have better 
luck than with Chance Sun, future book favorite 
in 1935 who developed ankles about a week be- 
fore the running. And better luck than with 
Brevity’s half-brother, Osmand, who had to miss 
a final work and so missed winning the Derby 
by inches, losing to Whiskery. Coyne, who won 
a Futurity with Chance Sun and a Belmont with 
Chance Shot, will not yet concede Brevity is the 
best horse he’s ever handled. The veteran has 
always had a warm affection for Free Lance, 
with whom he won the 1912 Latonia Derby for 
the late George Long. Free Lance was killed in 
a fight with a jealous stallion, Ralph, at Bashford 
Manor, as O. R. recalls it. But Coyne is quoted 
as saying Brevity is the easiest trained of any 
“class” horse he has handled. ° 


Peace Chance 


OP FLIGHT, world’s leading money winning 

racemare, is booked this season to Peace 
Chance, J. E. Widener’s Belmont winner which 
is under lease for three years to C. V. Whitney. 
This good son of Fair Play should well replace 
Mad Hatter, now siring jumpers in Pennsylvania. 
Peace Chance is getting some excellent mares 
this spring. His first crop will be juveniles when 
the lease expires and Whitney Stud may acquire 
him from Elmendorf if they are promising. 
Pandera, to whom reference has frequently been 
made here, encouraged leasing of Peace Chance. 
The latter’s dam, Peace, is sister in blood to Den- 
dera, dam of Pandera. He should nick well with 
Peter Pan mares. Owner Widener has his young 
sire, Chance Shot, and another son, Chance Sun, 
at Elmendorf, where there is also a great deal of 
Fair Play blood represented in the mares. There 
is more real need for Peace Chance, or a horse 
bred like Peace Chance, at the Whitney farm, 
just across the Paris pike. 


Equipoise 


QUIPOISE'S first foals are corkers, even the 
fillies, according to advices from the Blue 
Grass. This remarkable performer will be bred to 
Dustemall, dam of Red Rain, this year. The result 
will be a three-parts sister or brother to the Hope- 
ful winner, who like Ekky is a son of old Pennant. 


By Old Rosebud 


Beaming, dam of Bright Plumage and High Glee, 
is another of Equipoise’s mates. So is Jabot, the 
Selima winner. And then there are the im- 
ported mares *Air Fleet, *“Duchess Arda, *Mai- 
mouna and the native mares Spy Glass, Rock- 
dove, Ship of War, and Tenez. Infirmities made 
Equipoise a hard luck horse in training, but 
Major Louie Arnold Beard, the highly capable 
manager of the Whitney bloodstock breeding in- 
terests, is surely living up to his promise that the 
horse will be given every opportunity as a 
progenitor. His mates are selected with the 
greatest care as to type and bloodlines, and he 
commands the best, as seen in the number of 
outside mares secured especially for him.

Derby Doubles 


ILLIAM WOODWARD this year is hopeful 

of winning the Kentucky Derby with Gran- 
ville and the Epsom Derby with Bosworth—to 
say nothing of the Ascot Cup with Omaha. But 
his chances in the first two events do not now 
appear as bright as Joseph Widener’s prospects 
of winning the Kentucky Derby with Brevity and 
French Derby with Fastnet. The latter is a son 
of Pharos, and won three out of four last year, 
making his debut at Chantilly in September. 
Abroad, they believe he holds almost as good a 
chance in the French Derby as Brevity does in 
the Kentucky edition. Mention of Omaha reminds 
that English publications say the 1935 3-year- 
old leader has been working busily at a mile and 
a quarter over the Bury course at Newmarket of 
late. He is ridden in his trials by Pat Beasley, 
a capable jockey, and in company with a high 
class handicap horse, Enfield. 


Brevity's Dam 


DD notes on Ormonda: She was bred in 

Virginia by H. T. Oxnard and sold to Willie 
Shea as a yearling for $400. She won stakes and 
purses to the amount of $16,170 at two, three, 
and four for Shea, who sold her to the master 
of Elmendorf for $5,500. She goes back to a 
mare called *Berriedale, imported by Marcus 
Daly. Maskette and Bubbling Over are well 
known descendants of *Berriedale. Miss Daysie 
Procter has obliged with Ormonda’s stud record. 
She entered the stud in 1921 and in 1922 pro- 
duced the winner Orageuse, a bay filly by *Wrack. 
In 1923 she missed to *Wrack. In 1924 she pro- 
duced Osmand to the cover of Sweeper. In 1925 
she threw the bay filly Golden Melody, by *Mont 
d’Or II. Golden Melody is a producer. The follow- 
ing year, she foaled the brown Sweep mare, Dust- 
whirl, a producer. In 1927 came the chestnut 
Alert, a winning and producing daughter of 
*Trompe la Mort. In 1928 she was barren. In 
1929 her produce was the chestnut colt Robin- 
son Crusoe, a winner. In 1930 she was barren. 
In 1931, she produced a chestnut colt to the cover 
of *Golden Broom which broke his leg and was 
destroyed. The following year, she threw a bay 
colt by *Sir Gallahad III which slipped in his stall 
and broke a hip. In 1933 came Brevity. In 1934, 
the chestnut colt Royal Straight, by Jack High. 
In 1935 she was barren. This year, she is to 
foal to “Sickle and it is tentatively planned to 
return her to *Sickle’s court.

CALUMET’S CHANCES 


By H. PALMER 


HERE isn’t a badly bred horse in the Calumet 

Farm training barn. That was the conclusion 
of the writer, who journeyed last week to War- 
ren Wright’s beautifully appointed breeding es- 
tablishment, with the particular object of see- 
ing the three Kentucky Derby candidates which 
are training there. With only a few exceptions, 
the sires represented are of the brilliant Fair 
Play and *Teddy tribes, and the others are such 
as Haste, Victorian, Diavolo, Pompey, Blue 
Larkspur, Pennant, *Dis Donc, and Reigh Count. 
The dams of the Calumet horses, topped perhaps 
by the Preakness winner and good producer 
Nellie Morse, are a fine lot also. 

Trainer B. B. (Bert) Williams has 33 head 
in charge at the Lexington farm. About 10 
others from the string which has been carrying 
the Calumet silks in Florida have been transfer- 
rea recently to Bowie. Seven of the local group 
are older horses, including the two 4-year-olds 
Calumet Dick and Nellie Flag, and five 3-year- 
olds, *Crossbow II, Count Morse, Pharosay, Sun 
Teddy, and Victorious Ann. Twenty-six juve- 
niles complete the string, most of them home- 
bred, though a few were purchased at Saratoga 
last August. 

I found that the three Calumet Derby eligibles 
had been reduced to two. *Crossbow II, after 
disappointing several times in Florida this win- 
ter, was shipped back to the farm, and will not 
be put in training under saddle again until April 
1, and of course no attempt will be made to get 
him ready by Derby time. Trainer Williams says 
he is perfectly sound, but had simply had too 
long a campaign to stay on edge, and he will be 
allowed to freshen up for races later in the 
season. *Crossbow II, though strictly American 
bred, was foaled in France, where his dam was 
taken by Victor Emanuel. She was bred while 
abroad to the French stallion Hotweed, winner 
of the French Derby in 1929, and sire of Pearl- 
weed, winner of last year’s French Derby. The 
result of that mating was a brown colt which 
has been named Gosum, and a very good looking 
big fellow. 

Both Pharosay and Count Morse have filled out 
well over the winter. The former, standing about 
16.1, is a little taller than Nellie Flag’s half- 
brother, and I should judge him a bit heavier. 
Count Morse, which weighed 1,130 pounds on the 
first of February, is somewhat finer now, per- 
haps about 1,100. Neither was fortunate in the 
1935 season. Pharosay, which Trainer Williams 
Says is very fast, was a bad post horse, and let 
several fields get away without him. He was 
gelded last winter, and seems a better behaved 
animal, though still sometimes rank. 

Count Morse suffered a hock injury early in 
1935, and Trainer Williams did not get him un- 
til the last week of the Arlington Park meeting. 
He made his first start at Saratoga, and was un- 
placed. After placing four successive times, he 
won a maiden race at Jamaica. His last start 
was in the Champagne Stakes, where he finished 
fifth, making up ground toward the finish. His 
winning race had come up from behind, and his 
efforts seemed to mark him as a slow starter. 
However, just before the Futurity, he worked 
down the Widener chute, in company with Sun 
Teddy, in the amazing time of :4435 for a half- 
mile. “It was the fastest half-mile I ever timed,” 
Trainer Williams said, added that several others

caught the son of Reigh Count in the same time. 
Count Morse bucked shins, however, and did not 
go in the Futurity. However, with the grand 
staying blood of Reigh Count and Nellie Morse, 
if Count Morse has developed early “foot” as 
well, he may be a formidable 3-year-old. 


Both Count Morse and Pharosay were sent 
out to jog two miles over the six-furlong train- 
ing track. The strip, thanks to a liberal admix- 
ture of sand, is in very good condition, but the 
morning’s rain (and snow) had made it very 
soft, and the horses came back well splattered 
with mud and water. Both have been breezed 
a few times, have gone six furlongs, around two 
turns, in 1:30, and will soon be asked for more 
strenuous work if the track gets a little firmer. 
Both are reasonably well along, but Count Morse 
suggests a better stayer, and seems to have 
more of that quality which, not being able to 
pin it down, we call “class.”” Like most Kentucky 
trainers, Mr. Williams has been held up to some 
degree by the weather. The horses have been 
up since February 1, and during the worst 
weather were given their work over the enclosed 
track around the spacious barn. Since February 
11, however, they have been out every day. They 
are well enough advanced, but now that the sea- 
son for harder work is here, they need better 
footing than has been available. However, their 
trainer said, “I guess we’ll be ready.” 


Five of the horses are not now in active train- 
ing. They are, beside *Crossbow II, Sun Teddy, 
Nellie Flag, and the 2-year-olds Galsun and 
Bully Flora. Their work under saddle is ex- 
pected to start April 1. Sun Teddy was particu- 
larly impressive. He won two races last year, 
and was third in the Hopeful Stakes. He has 
very powerfully muscled forelegs, and is a strong 
and well made colt, definitely of the stayer type. 
He may be ready by the time of the Classic, and 
Trainer Williams was just able to refrain from 
calling him the best of the older horses. He was 
fired about the knees and ankles last winter, is 
thoroughly sound now. Nellie Flag looks ready 
for the track again. She is sound as a bell, and 
very well developed. Calumet Dick, which 
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worked with Count Morse, is training well, and 
promises to be a very useful horse. 


The 2-year-olds were a uniformly good looking 
lot. Particularly I noticed Lady Erne, a big filly 
which is a sister to Hadagal; Galsun, a Gallant 
Fox colt with fine legs and “good muscles; 
Bomber, a son of Man o’ War, which is very 
rough but good; and Top Notcher, a half-brother 
to Nellie Flag and Count Morse, by the now dead 
Chatterton. Galsun cribs a little, and is a trifle 
more widely forked than I should have liked, 
but nevertheless is one of the most promising of 
the lot. The two *Bull Dog fillies are light, as 
*Bull Dog fillies frequently are, but are none the 
worse for that. Bully Flora had lost some 
weight, as the result of an injured hock. Never- 
tire, a *Sir Gallahad III colt which is a half- 
brother to Proclivity, has suspicious looking legs. 
He has been fired, but may not stand intensive 
work. With this exception, the 2-year-olds are 
a sturdy group. They have been working over 
the sand track inside the regular training strip. 


Only the Derby candidates will go to Louisville, 
according to present plans. Trainer Williams ex- 
pects to ship to Hawthorne, first of the major 
Chicago tracks to open this year. I thought him 
deserving of considerable congratulation for the 
condition of the big string in his charge, and left 
the well-cared-for training stable with increased 
respect for the strength of the hand which Mr. 
Wright will hold this year, both in the 2- and 3- 
year-old divisions.

ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


AJOR news of the week is decision ‘of Miss 

Dorothy Paget and her trainer, Owen An- 
thony, to substitute Evan Williams for cham- 
pion Gerry Wilson as rider of Golden Miller in 
the Cheltenham Gold Cup and Grand National. 
This is the second occasion when a champion 
jockey, retained by Miss Paget, has been taken 
off Golden Miller on the eve of the National. 
Ten days before the big race in 1933, Billy Stott, 
who had won the Cheltenham Cup on the horse 
the previous week, was informed that Ted 
Leader would be substituted at Aintree. Leader 
had a fine record as a Liverpool horseman, 
whereas Stott had not ridden a winner over the 
course. In the sequel, the owner’s judgment was 
proved wrong, for Golden Miller fell about half- 
way, whereas Stott, a grand jockey, fearless and 
straight as a die, came very near to winning the 
race on a big, lanky ex-point-to-point performer, 
Pelorus Jack. Those who know Stott, who is 
stocky and too short of leg to be the ideal Liver- 
pool jockey, will appreciate what a grand 
achievement it was to get Pelorus Jack—17.2 
hands high—to the last fence alongside Dudley 
Williams on Kellsboro’ Jack. At this obstacle, 
Stott’s mount was fairly pumped out, and he 
came to grief. I had one of the best wins of my 
racing career over Kellsboro’ Jack, but I would 
rather have seen Stott’s pluck and skill rewarded 
than pick up my money. 

Now Williams is presented the chance of 
achieving fame and fortune. Owen Anthony says 
that Golden Miller has never been so well; two 
noted veterinarians have passed the gelding 
sound as a bell. In a schooling gallop at 
Wantage this week, Williams riding, he fairly 
“tore up the ground,”’ and jumped as though the 
business was his main delight. 


In endeavoring to sum up Grand National 
chances, as I must in this despatch, it should be 
understood that I am writing before the great 
National Hunt meeting at Cheltenham. You 
will know how Golden Miller has fared in the 
Gold Cup—I am merely predicting, albeit with 
some confidence, that he will come home alone 
to register his fifth successive triumph in the 
race. If I am a true prophet, then Miss Paget’s 
horse will start a warm favorite for the Grand 
National, and I should not advise anyone to back 
one to beat him. [Note: Golden Miller easily won 
the Cheltenham Gold Cup on March 12.) 


The claims of Reynoldstown are clear for all 
to see. I am sure that Major Furlong’s horse is 
as good as he was when winning a year ago, in 
time that is only three-fifths of a second out- 
side Golden Miller’s 1934 record. But Reynolds- 
town has 12 pounds more to carry than on that 
occasion, and much as I admire the strongly 
made son of My Prince, I think he is now too 
near Golden Miller in the handicap, and were 
both to stand up, the topweight would have the 
foot of Mr. Walwyn’s mount. 


Belted Hero cannot compare with the two pre- 
vious winners of the race in the matter of looks, 
but he has done well over part of the course, 
and I have no reason to doubt his ability to stay 
the 414 miles. Many good judges fancy Lord 
Penrhyn’s gelding, but in my opinion, he is not 
class enough to win at the weight. 

Avenger has not the substance that we look 
for in a National horse, and he has never been 
over the Liverpool fences. He is a grand, natural

jumper, and handicapped to beat Reynoldstown, 
judged on the recent Birmingham form. A win 
for Mrs. Mundy would be extremely popular, but 
I think the big obstacles will beat the dapper 
little gelding. 

If the good wishes of all connected with the 
sport could ensure success, then J. H. Whitney 
will have the pleasure of leading in the winner. 
Everyone admires the way that this most likeable 
young American keeps on trying to lift the prize, 
undeterred by the bad luck that intervened to 
rob Easter Hero, Sir Lindsay and Thomond II of 
the honors. On the occasion, Mr. Whitney has 
Royal Ransom, Double Crossed, and Rod and Gun 
engaged, and I understand that the first named is 
a doubtful starter. When the weights appeared, 
I expressed the opinion that Double Crossed was 
the best handicapped horse in the race, and I 
have no reason to amend that view. None has 
a better record over the course, and provided the 
trip is not too far for him, I think that last year’s 
champion ’chase winner is the likeliest of all to 
bustle up Golden Miller. Rod and Gun, winner 
of the N. H. ’Chase (four miles) at Cheltenham 
last March, can be depended upon to go the 
journey, but I cannot visualize his winning if 
some of the faster horses get round. 

Pete Bostwick arrived this week and rode 
Castle Irwell in a ’chase at Lingfield Park today 
(March 6). The horse ran out of the course, 
after going half-way, but was taken back and 
jumped ali the fences, finishing a long way last. 
This performance can be ignored, and I would 
be the last to dissuade anyone who fancied Cas- 
tle Irwell from backing their opinion. The son 
of Brave Chap has done right well on one of 
Ivor Anthony’s thorough preparations, and be- 
ing a Liverpool type, I expect him to make a 
bold bid. 

Delaneige will be ridden by our best Aintree 
jockey, J. Moloney. J. B. Snow’s horse is a safe 
conveyance, and with the help he will get from 
the saddle, may plod on into a place, but he has 
twice been found wanting in finishing pace, and 
he is not at an improving age. Brienz, the other 
runner from Beeby’s stable may be the mount of 
G. Wilson. On all form over park courses, Brienz 
is mighty well handicapped. I doubt if he will 
stay and jump the National course. 

A. Untermyer arrived here last Monday, and 
on the following day he went to see Bagatelle II 
at Reg. Hobbs’ Lambourn stables. He would be 
pleased with the appearance of the son of Fair 
Play, but the gelding will have to run stones 
better than at Gatwick recently to have a chance 
on March 27. If the going is fairly firm, he may 
get around. Mr. Untermyer is staying with an 
American friend, Capt. A. H. Higginson, joint 
Master of the Cattistock Hounds, and is antici- 
pating a few weeks of enjoyable fox hunting 
with the celebrated Dorset pack. 

I like Provocative, the only 6-year-old in the 
field. He will be well ridden, and some critics 
prefer him to Jack Anthony’s other runners, but 
whatever his fate this time I shall expect him 
to do better with another 12 months over his 
head. 

Those which I have not mentioned I have no 
liking for. To sum up, I think the issue will 
rest with Golden Miller, Double Crossed, Rey- 
noldstown, Castle Irwell, Provocative, Delaneige, 
and Keen Blade. I fancy them in the order writ- 
ten. 
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ARKANSAS 


OAKLAWN PARK 

NE weather conditions have continued to 

make the current meeting at Oaklawn Park 
the most successful in the history of the Hot 
Springs course, and on Saturday, March 21, the 
largest gathering of the meeting assembled to 
see the inaugural running of the Arkansas Cen- 
tennial Derby, the crowd being estimated at 
15,000. Both attendance and pari-mutuel play 
have been officially reported as 20 per cent bet- 
ter than in the 1935 spring meeting. 

On March 17 the Arkansas Racing Commis- 
sion granted a request of Oaklawn officials for 
an extension of the meeting, and closing day will 
be April 4, instead of March 28. This will add 
a full week to the session, giving Hot Springs 
37 days of racing. Officials based the request 
for extension on the fact that horsemen at the 
track did not wish to face an extra inactive week 
before racing began elsewhere. Racing in Mary- 
land will begin April 1, with the New York sea- 
son opening on April 15. Churchill Downs, to 
which many now at Oaklawn Park will ship, 
opens April 25. Racing in Illinois and in Rhode 
Island will begin on the first days in May. 

On March 21 the Oaklawn track offered a sec- 
ondary feature in an allowance purse for 4- 
year-olds and up, over the 1 1-16 mile route. 
This was won by Geneseo Stable’s Whizzaway, 
a popular choice which just got up in the last 
strides to take the decision from the second 
choice, J. A. Blackwell’s Getalong. Three favor- 
ites won on the eight-race card, with second or 
third choices successful in three other events. 


HOLL IMAGE SURPRISES 

The first running of the Arkansas Centennial 
Derby ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, 14 miles) was 
held at Oaklawn Park on March 21, with a big 
field of 15 facing the starter. The favorite was 
R. T. Watts’ My Auntie (121), though the Busy 
American filly had been reported out of the race 
with a wrenched shoulder a few days earlier. 

After six minutes at post the field was away 
well, with Opera Bouffe (115) making the pace. 
Closely pursuing the Caruso filly was Mrs. Al 
Sabath’s Wayaloft (117), and after a half-mile 
the *Monk’s Way colt went to the front. Opera 
Bouffe held on for another quarter-mile, then 
stopped badly. Rushing up to challenge came 
E. A. Chistmas’ Wee Lad (117), and at the three- 
eighths pole he had cut the leader’s margin to a 
head. Into the stretch pounded the two leaders, 
driving on almost even terms. My Auntie was 
racing evenly in third place, while from behind 
came J. Carter’s Holl Image (117) and Blue 
Ridge Farm Stable’s Understand (117). At the 
eighth-pole the race changed completely. Jockey 
C. Phillips suddenly felt Wee Lad give way, and 
after a few strides the *Challenger II colt went 
down with a broken leg. Wayaloft was finished, 
and could not resist the challenges that were 
thrown to him in the last eighth. Driving hardest 
was H. W. Fisher on Holl Image, and the *Hol- 
lister gelding came to the finish three lengths in 
front of Understand, with My Auntie taking third 
place a half-length farther back. Wayaloft was 
three lengths behind in fourth place. The others 
in order were Jimmie Cabaniss (117), Opera 
Bouffe, Sunport (123), Bereit (112) Bushmaster 
(126), Just Frank (117), El Bailarino (117), 
Lame Duck (120), Virbet (117), and Lassie’s

Holl Image was sold, as a weanling, at the 
Lexington Fall Sales of 1933, going to Roy Car- 
ruthers for $100. His first start was made under 
the sikks of W. E. Schmidt’s Superior Stable, for 
which J. Carter was trainer. Late in 1935, Holl 
Image began racing in the name of his trainer. 
He has started 32 times, won four races, finished 
second four times, third five times, earned $6,910. 
He has been entered, by Superior Stable, for the 
Kentucky Derby. After the race his odds for 
that event were cut from 100 to 1 to 60 to 1. 
*Val de Grace is also dam of the winners Copt 
Heath (in England), and Eminence. She is sister 
to the winners Vauclerc (in India), and Levan- 
tine. Valentine also produced Gentle Saxon, win- 
ner in India. She was half-sister to Galante, 
winner and dam of the winners Top Gallant (Vic- 
toria Cup, Newmarket Stakes), Gewillian, and 
*Liberte II. Galatine won Cleveley Park, Hope- 
ful, Great Lancashire Breeders’ Produce, Acorn 
Stakes, and also produced Entree, dam of the 
winners Chopstick (Aintree Stakes), Melbourne, 
and Frenzy.

AUSTRALIAN BARRIER 

The Gordian knot into which the starting sys- 
tem problem has become tangled was at least 
partially cut March 22, when J. E. Widener an- 
nounced that he had placed an order for a half- 
dozen Australian barriers, and had approved 
plans for lengthening the three-furlong chute at 
Hialeah Park to permit walk-up starts next win- 
ter. Mr. Widener has developed his plan in con- 
nection with other members of The Jockey Club, 
including John Hay Whitney, of the New York 
State Racing Commission, and also a member of 
the committee on starting systems recently ap- 
pointed by Walter H. Donovan, of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners. 
Present plans call for the use of the Australian 
barrier and the walk-up start at Hialeah next 
winter for juvenile races, and if the method 
proves satisfactory it will be used at New York 
tracks. It is expected that Maryland tracks also 
will use the walk-up method in 1937 for juvenile 
races, and it is Mr. Widener’s hope that it will 
be nationally adopted at the end of the 1937 sea- 
son. 


CAROLINA CUP 

The first of the principal timber classics of 
1936 will be held at Camden, S. C., on March 26, 
when the Carolina Cup will head a program of 
six races. Events include both flat and bush 
races, and reports from Camden indicate plenti- 
ful fields. The Carolina Cup is for 4-year-olds 
and up, over about three miles of the timber 
course.

ROCKINGHAM PARK SOLD 

AMES I. BUSH, New York banker and di- 

rector of Madison Square Garden, heads the 
New Hampshire Jockey Club which on March 
16 purchased Rockingham Park race track from 
the New Hampshire Breeders’ Association. The 
Salem track introduced pari-mutuel betting in 
New England in 1933 and was very popular until 
the more accessible Narragansett and Suffolk 
Downs plants were opened and reduced interest 
in Rockingham. The amount involved in the sale 
was not announced. Estimates varied from $300,- 
000 to $400,000. William H. Gallagher was the 
majority stockholder in the Breeders’ group. 

The new owners will retain Lou Smith as man- 
aging director. Smith has filled that position 
since Rockingham was constructed. Associated 
with President Bush and Manager Smith are 
Thomas H. McKoy, Jr., New York, vice president; 
William Phinney, Manchester, N. H., manager; 
Ralph W. Davis, Manchester, treasurer; J. A. 
Krasna, New York, comptroller; Morris Wert, 


New York, auditor; Holt W. Tage, New York, 
secretary. Directors include McKoy, Tage, Davis, 
Smith, John R. McLane, John P. Carleton, and 
Harriet E. Mansfield. 


LOVE FEAST 

Rockingham Park’s new management made its 
first move March 20 when officials asked for co- 
operation from Suffolk Downs and Narragansett 
Park in the matter of dates. James Bush, head 
of the Salem track, asked Suffolk Downs of- 
ficials to postpone their opening from June 15 to 
June 18, received assurance that the matter 
would be discussed at the next directors meeting. 
Mr. Bush next asked Walter E. O’Hara for a 
similar concession in the fall. Mr. O’Hara oblig- 
ingly set his dates back from October 19 to Oc- 
tober 23. This program, still tentative, will give 
Rockingham Park 43 days, Suffolk Downs 51, 
and Narragansett 72.

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FOREIGN 


GRAND NATIONAL 

ACING interest in England, and to a large 

extent also in America, focuses this week 
on the ninety-seventh running of the Grand 
National Steeplechase at Aintree, England, on 
March 27. It appears probable that 36 horses 
will go to post for the gruelling event, nine more 
than in 1935. Favorite will be Miss Dorothy 
Paget’s Golden Miller, which won the Chelten- 
ham Go'd Cup on March 12 for the fifth suc- 
cessive time, taking the event very much as he 
pleased. A strongly backed second is Major Noel 
Furlong’s Reynoldstown, winner of the Grand 
National last year. The latest call-over of the 
odds has Golden Miller at 6 to 1, Reynoldstown 
615 to 1. 

Six American-owned jumpers are included in 
the field. Best liked of these is G. H. (Pete) 
Bostwick’s Castle Irwell, which raced well up 
last year, until Bostwick was unseated at the 
Canal Turn on the second round. Castle Irwell 
is a fourth choice at 16 to 1. John Hay Whit- 
ney, whose Thomond II finished third last year, 
has three entries, Double Crossed, Royal Ransom, 
and Rod and Gun. Double Crossed is classed as 
a doubtful starter, and the others are considered 
as outsiders. Other American-owned entries are 
J. B. Snow’s Delaneige, and Jesse Metcalf’s 
Kiltoi. Delaneige, at 25 to 1, is the best liked of 
these. The only American-bred candidate, Baga- 
telle II, 9-year-old son of Fair Play—*Catalpa, 
by Tracery, owned by Alvin Untermeyer, was 
scratched on March 28.

AMERICANS UNPLACED 


The two-mile Imperial Cup Open Handicap 
hurdle race on March 21 found J. R. King’s Negro 
leading Mrs. James V. Rank’s Le Maestro at the 
finish. Unplaced in the field of 23 were G. H. 
Bostwick on M. D. Blair’s Silver Point, and Louis 
Stoddard on his own Milano. 


CASTLE IRWELL 


Pete Bostwick had an unfortunate experience 
when he rode his Grand National mount, Castle 
Irwell, in the Corinthian Steeplechase at Ling- 
field Park on March 6. It was his first mount 
since his arrival from the United States. Castle 
Irwell appeared to be balked slightly as he was 
approaching the second fence after the water 
and refused to jump it. He went round the wing 
of the fence and continued in the race. He 
jumped all the other obstacles perfectly. Mr. 
Bostwick was called before the stewards and 
fined £25 for continuing after the horse had run 
out. He explained he had acted upon a misap- 


prehension as jockeys are allowed to do so in 
the United States. 

Mr. Bostwick stated that the horse “ducked 
and dived out.” He added, “Castle Irwell did the 
same thing when we first had him three years 
ago. I do not think it is a kink with him. I 
would sooner have the mount on him in the 
Grand National than on any other horse.” 


HENRI’S CHOICE 

Henri’s Choice, owned by Ben Warner, broke 
his neck at Liverpool a year ago. By what was 
described as a veterinary miracle, Henri's Choice 
survived, has been put again to hurdle racing. He 
was unplaced at Newbury February 27, but 
gave the impression that it is only a question of 
time before he regains his best form. 


OMAHA 


A racing correspondent for the Observer (Lon- 
don) visited Freemason Lodge, Newmarket, dur- 
ing the last week in February, to inspect Wil- 
liam Woodward’s Omaha, now training under 
care of Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. He was im- 
pressed by Omaha's good legs, rare length from 
hip to hock, his good disposition, carefully re- 
frained from estimating Omaha’s chances against 
the best English horses. 


FOREIGN NOTES 


Mrs. Violet Mundy, who led Avenger into the 
paddock at Birmingham February 25, is over 70 
years old, hunts regularly twice a week. 

Tattersall’s, famous English bloodstock mar- 
ket, was founded 1766 by Richard Tattersall, 
great, great grandfather of E. Somweville Tat- 
tersall, present head of the firm. 

Marconi, owned by King Edward VIII, tem- 
porarily leased to Lord Derby, won the Saltley 
Steeplechase at Birmingham February 25, had 
never previously raced over a_ steeplechase 
course. 


DONOVAN WRITES 


Walter H. Donovan, president of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners, in 
a ietter published in the New York Times of 
March 21, made an urgent plea for national co- 
operation in the matter of officials, trainers’ and 
jockeys’ licenses, and for uniformity of racing 
rules. He suggested the foundation of a national 
federation for the appointment of officials, in 
order that they would be relieved from direct 
obligations or local influences existing at the 
tracks. Mr. Donovan concluded: 

To the end that a grand sport might continue to 
enjoy national confidence and support, it is hoped that 
operators will realize the need of cooperative action 
and not permit individual competition, as between 
tracks, to transcend their common interest which is 


reflected by the standard of operation throughout the 
country. 


CAMDEN HORSE SHOW 


The twenty-sixth annual Camden horse show 
ended March 20, with the entries of Miss Wil- 
helmine S. Kirby, Bedford Hills, N. Y., taking 
major honors. Easter Morning, a 5-year-old 
chestnut gelding, won the class for road hacks, 
the class for Corinthian Hunters, and was also 
awarded the Hunter Championship. Miss Kirby’s 
Santa Claus, 5-year-old bay gelding, won the 
touch-and-out contest. Miss Kirby’s Royal 
Reveler and Easter Morning were also members 
of the winning team in the Hunt Teams class.

FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK 


ITH the meeting past the middle of a 23- 

day program, Tropical Park officials have 
had a pleasant time watching the track break its 
own betting records with considerable regularity. 
The $315,925 which was wagered on the first 
Saturday of the meeting was passed on March 
21, when a crowd estimated at 12,000 sent $318,- 
005 through the pari-mutuel windows. Reports 
from Florida indicate that the tourist exodus 
has begun, but those who are leaving are ap- 
parently not the ones from whom racing draws 
its supporters. 

Success at the Gables Racing Association track 
has been deserved this season, with more at- 
tractive racing offered than has been the case in 
past years. Beside the featured Royal Palm 
Handicap, three non-claiming events were of- 
fered on March 21. An allowance race for ju- 
veniles went, as expected, to the odds-on Rock- 
wood, Maemere Farm Stable’s fleet son of Ariel. 
A Grade C handicap for older horses at six fur- 
longs found the second-choice Spixi getting a 
head decision over the odds-on Stubbs in a very 
close finish which showed only two heads from 
first to third, and a similar event, at one mile, 
went to the favored Microbe, a *Dis Donc geld- 
ing from the C. V. Whitney stable. 

The current week and the one following will 
complete the Tropical Park venture, and in- 
terest is gathering in the Derby Consolation 
Stakes, to be run on closing day. It is expected 
to attract the best 3-year-olds now in Florida, 
and the performance of Ceiling on March 21 in- 
dicates that he will be one of the better liked 
choices for the event. 


WILL RACE IN FLORIDA 


A. G. Vanderbilt told newspapermen at Miami, 
Fla., that it was probable he would race his 
horses at Florida tracks next winter instead of 
shipping to California. Hialeah and _ Tropical 
Parks were delighted with that announcement. 
“Mr. Vanderbilt’s horses will be welcomed with 
open arms,” said Tropical Park’s managing di- 
rector, William V. Dwyer.

On March 18 further entry of C. V. Whitney’s 
Hexie was refused at Tropical Park. 


CEILING’S FAST MILE 


When Southland Stable’s Ceiling (108) won the 
Royal Palm Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
one mile) at Tropical Park March 21, he com- 
pleted three doubles. One was for his jockey, 
Hilton Dabson, who had scored earlier on Sage 
Girl. One was for his owner, who is also owner 
of Sage Girl. The third was for his sire, Ariel, 
which sired Rockwood, winner of the juvenile 
event which immediately preceded the stakes. 

At the start of the Royal Palm Handicap, 
Odessa Farm Stable’s Don Creole (115) dashed 
into the lead, but after the first quarter-mile the 
race was between Ceiling and Wheatley Stable’s 
Faust (110). Ceiling got his nose in front at the 
half-mile post, and gradually increased his lead 
thereafter, but the Diavolo colt kept him busy 
to the last stride. They came to the finish with 
a length separating them, both holding on game- 
ly through a long drive. Two lengths behind 


Faust H. H. Brown’s Swamp Angel (104) took 
third place, leading G. D. Widener’s Play Chance 
(106) by a nose. The others, in order, were Don 
Creole (115), Flavor (100), and Nightcap (110).

Ceiling was bred by C. Bacharach, who races 
under the nom de course of Southland Stable. 
He has started 20 times, won four races, finished 
second three times, third three times, and has 
earned $4,590.

NATIONAL NEWS SERVICE 

Andrew W. Kavanaugh, director of public 
safety at Miami, Fla., testified before the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission March 19 that 
racing news wire services were developing into 
major “rackets,’”’ and as such should not have the 
facilities of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. Kavanaugh, who had failed to 
obtain discontinuance of A. T. and T. service 
in Miami, told the commission: 


Nation-Wide News Service headed by Moe Annenberg 
is becoming the biggest racket in the United States. 

The income of Annenberg is now about $6,000,000 a 
year. Many people of the underworld are on the 
ookout for that type of income, now that prohibition 
is wiped out, and are making their plans accordingly. 

My interest in this is due to the fact that it is creat- 
ing throughout the country a racket that is developing 
criminals and resulting in murders and other major 
crimes, more than in the bookmaking and other gam- 
bling activities carried on in such establishments. 


Frank Quigley, attorney for the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, said that he 
had urged upon the Chicago manager of General 
News Service the necessity for exercising dis- 
cretion in the matter of customers, and the re- 
fusal of service to persons having a criminal 
record. Walter S. Gifford, president of the com- 
pany, admitting that some employees had been 
“over zealous” in efforts to get revenue, said 
further: 


This is a messy part of our business. It is difficult 
because we are advised on one side that we cannot 
legally defend refusal to give service in many cases 
where it would be our inclination and desire to do so, 
having no right to discriminate on the ground of char- 
acter between subscribers, while on the other hand 
the Attorney General of Rhode Island expressed the 
view that we should be guided in our decisions by the 
character of applicants. 

I recall that Dr. F. Scott McBride once asked me to 
enlist the company to stop bootlegging. It seems to 
me the matter is one for local law enforcement.

TANFORAN 

ONTINUED success of the Tanforan meeting 

indicates that the San Bruno track will have 
the most profitable season of its history. All bet- 
ting records at the track were broken on March 
14, when $269,282 was wagered, and the five-day 
racing week which ended March 19 showed a 
daily average turnover of $142,562. 

Two stakes were offered during the week. A 
juvenile event on St. Patrick’s Day was won by 
H. T. Griffin’s Tonta, a complete outsider. On 
March 21 the Shrine Derby brought out a band 
of 3-year-olds, the best of which proved to be 
Major Austin C. Taylor’s Indian Broom, which 
gave the Canadian sportsman his third stakes 
success of the current Tanforan meeting. 

Tanforan’s 25-day venture will close on April 
4, with the $10,000 Marchbank Handicap as the 
feature. Twelve entries have been made to this 
event, including A. A. Baroni’s Top Row, which 
has been assigned top weight of 124 pounds. 
*Azucar (118), Special Agent (109), Thursday 
(109), Riskulus (106), Jovius (104), Arson 
(100), Ann O’Ruley (98), Slapped (98), Red En- 
sign (97), Coldwater (95), and Indian Broom 
(94) are the others entered. 


JUVENILE CHAMPIONSHIP 


For the first running of the California-bred 
Juvenile Championship ($1,500 added, 2-year-olds 
foaled in California, 4% furlongs) at Tanforan 
March 1, bettors went confidently to A. C. T. 
Stock Farm Stable’s Boniluna (119), winner of 
two successive races. Another which received 
strong support was Sycamore Stable’s Atoel 
(119). It was reasonably likely that the winner 
would be by Bon Homme, as five of the field of 
10, racing in various ownership, were sired by 
that son of Sweep. Boniluna and Atoel went out 
together, much as had been expected, but split- 
ting them almost from the start was the out- 
sider Tonta (111), racing under the silks of H. 
T. Griffin. In the last eighth Tonta proved the 
gamer, won going away by a length and a half. 
Atoel took the place from Boniluna by a nose, 
and Mrs. V. S. Baker’s Some Devil (118) was 
fourth, two lengths farther back. All three of 
the placed horses were daughters of Bon Homme. 
The others, in order, were Iron Mountain (118), 
Bon Red (118), Temper (118), Bon Hamburg 
(114), Viewpoint (118), and Golden Ivy (115). 
Vere Thompson rode the winner, which paid 
$107 for a $2 straight ticket. Time, :2335, :47%, 
:5426, track fast. Stakes division, $1,305, $300, 
$200, $100.

INDIAN BROOM WINS 

The sweep of Tanforan stakes by Major Austin 
C. Taylor’s A. C. T. Stock Farm Stable continued 
March 21, giving the Vancouver sportsman a per- 
fect record thus far in all stakes not limited to 
California-bred horses. Special Agent, a recent 
purchase from Brookmeade Stable won the In- 
augural Handicap, repeated March 14 in the San 
Francisco Handicap. For the awkwardly named 
Shrine Derby-Tanforan 3-Year-Old Championship 
Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds, one mile), 
Major Taylor sent out Indian Broom (120) and 
Prank (116), also recent acquisitions from Brook- 
meade Stable. Prank tired slightly after racing 
well up for six furlongs, but Indian Broom, get- 
ting to the front in the first eighth, held the race 
safe throughout, finished under a mild hand ride 
by G. Burns, to lead Norman W. Church’s Tora- 
tion (110) by a length. Third was A. Drum- 
heller’s Plucky Jack (107), six lengths behind 
Toration, and a half-length ahead of J. W. 
Marchbank’s Lady Florise (102). The others 
were Prank, Party Spirit (108), Lloyd Pan (103), 
Jubilee Jim (118), and Budding Star (102). Time, 
72436, :4856, 1:14, 1:391%%, track fast.

KENTUCKY 


KEENELAND TRACK 

N all probability Keeneland Association’s track 

on the Versailles pike will be used for train- 
ing purposes by horsemen who do not plan on 
shipping away from Lexington or its environs 
until late spring. Just when the new track will 
be ready for use, however, is somewhat indefinite. 
Hal Price Headley, Keeneland president, an- 
nounced this week that several requests for 
stables at Keeneland had been received, but that 
it would be at least two weeks, possibly a full 
month, before the track would be in the proper 
condition for use. 

Grading of the track has been completed. Two 
weeks of good weather will be necessary to work 
it into condition. One of the first horsemen 
likely to work Thoroughbreds at Keeneland will 
be J. O. (Jack) Keene, from whom the track 
property was purchased. A number of others 
have expressed a desire to stable and train at 
Keeneland this spring before leaving Lexington. 


SHANDON FARM SHIPS 


Eight Shandon Farm (Nash Brothers) Thor- 
oughbreds which wintered at the farm near Lex- 
ington were shipped to Bowie March 21 where 
they joined the 10 horses which Trainer J. J. 
Greely, Sr., had taken up from Florida. The 
eight leaving the farm included Ceallaigh, one of 
four horses nominated for the Kentucky Derby 
by Shandon Farm. Two other 3-year-olds also 
were in the car. They were Miss Twinkle and 
Sandstone. Naval Cadet, a 5-year-old, and Of- 
ficial, 4-year-old, also went along. 

The remaining three were 2-year-olds. Burn- 
ing Blaze, young Shandon Farm sire, whose first 
crop of sons and daughters became of racing age 
this year, was represented by Burning Star, a 
chestnut son of Owena, by Sisowen. The other 
two juveniles going east were Sun Mica, brown 
colt by Sun Flag-Mica, by Fair Play, and Tedsim, 
brown colt by *Teddy—*Simmy, by Neil Gow.

DATES ANNOUNCED 


OMEWHAT sweeping changes in the order 

and length of race meetings in Illinois ap- 
peared when the Illinois Racing Commission an- 
nounced, on March 19, the schedule of dates for 
six major Illinois tracks. Aurora begins the sea- 
son, as is usual, but its dates have been cut from 
21 to 19 days. Hawthorne, which held a Septem- 
ber meeting last year, is second in the list this 
season, and will run during the last week in May 
and the first four weeks in June, a total of 31 
days, as compared with 29 days in 1935. Arling- 
ton Park is next, opening before Washington 
Park, instead of after, as was the case last year. 
Both tracks have the same number of dates as 
in 1985, but Washington Park gets coveted Labor 
Day this season. Lincoln Fields has 20 days in 
September and October, instead of 25 days in 
August in 1935. Sportsman’s Park closes the 
season, as it did last year, but has been cut from 
22 days to 18 days. 

The commission gave as a reason for giving 
the best dates to Washington Park the fact that 
the Homewood track had gone to considerable 
expense to install a totalizator last year, and had 
not shared in the increased “take-out” (breakage 
to 10 cents instead of to the penny), which later 
Chicago meetings were allowed in 1935. This will 
make an important change in the position of the 
Washington Park feature, the American Derby, 
which will now come after the Arlington Classic, 
instead of before it, if it is continued. The 
total number of racing days, 158, is the same 
as in 1935.

DERBY VALUE INCREASED 

President Robert S. Eddy, Jr., and his associ- 
ates in the Fox Valley Jockey Club (Aurora) 
this year have increased the value of the Illinois 
Derby by $2,000. When Eddy and his organiza- 
tion took over the course they announced the 
intention to increase as rapidly as possible the 
value of the Derby, originally worth $5,000. In 
1934 the value was increased to $10,000. In 1935 
when Mrs. Silas Mason’s Sun Portland beat 
Roman Soldier and Tearout, the field ran for 
$10,000. On March 21, Eddy announced that the 
1936 Illinois Derby would be increased to a 
$12,000 event. In 1935 the American Derby, 
Arlington Classic and Futurity and Hawthorne 
Gold Cup (now abandoned) were the only Illinois 
stakes worth more than the new value of the 
Illinois Derby. Aurora has picked its closing day, 
Friday, May 22, for the mile and a furlong fea- 
ture. Racing Secretary Richard Leigh will an- 
nounce conditions and weight penalties soon. 
Aurora’s 19-day meeting starts May 1. 
HAWTHORNE DROPS CUP RACE 

America’s dwindling list of weight-for-age 
races was again reduced when the Chicago Busi- 
ness Men’s Racing Association (Hawthorne) an- 
nounced March 22 it had abandoned the Haw- 
thorne Gold Cup. This decision left only four 
weight-for-age events in the country, all run at 
Saratoga. Two of those, the Whitney Stakes and 


Wilson Stakes, have allowances. The other two 
are the Jockey Club Gold Cup and Saratoga Cup. 
Hawthorne will substitute the Chicago Derby, 
$15,000 added. Six stakes will be run during the 
Hawthorne meeting that opens May 23 and closes 
June 27. They are:

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TEXAS 
HOUSTON CLOSES 


ITH the racing of March 24, the 21-day 

meeting at Epsom Downs came to an end, 
having completed one of the best sessions in the 
track’s history. The weather, always a heavy 
factor in determining the fortunes of racing in 
Texas, was almost uniformly good, and on the 
final Saturday, March 21, a crowd estimated at 
12,000 was out, with betting by far the heaviest 
of the meeting, and possibly the best at the track 
since racing was revived in Texas. 

The card offered the Saturday crowd was only 
a fair one. Six claiming races made up the bulk 
of the program, claiming prices running from 
$1,000 to $2,000. Beside the featured Houston 
Handicap, an account of which appears below, 
the principal event was a one-mile handicap for 
3-year-olds, named, for some reason, for the 
allegedly temperamental screen actress, Myrna 
Loy. This was won, perhaps aptly, by Valdina 
Farm Stable’s Miss Diavolo, which gave a one- 
length beating to the odds-on favorite, T. C. 
Worden’s Mansco. The Diavolo filly got in close 
quarters when moving up, but had enough to be 
taken back and still run down the leaders. 

With a one-day intermission, racing in Texas 
moves to Arlington Downs, where the State’s 
most pretentious meeting opens March 26 at 
Arlington Downs. Opening day will be featured 
by the Arlington Downs Inaugural Handicap, and 
the first Saturday of the meeting will offer the 
Three D’s Handicap as the chief event. Climax 
of the meeting will be the Texas Derby, up for 
decision on April 18. 


DISQUALIFICATION RULE 


At the request of Arlington Downs stewards, 
the Texas Racing Commission has interpreted 
the present disqualification ruling in Texas to 
allow stewards to determine the position of a 
disqualified horse. A similar rule obtains in 
Michigan, where disqualification does not auto- 
matically place the offending horse last, but per- 
mits stewards to determine his placing. By this 
interpretation, if the leading horse interferes only 
with the runner-up, he may be disqualified and 
placed second. 


RULINGS 
R. Tilden was fined $50 for foul riding at 
Epsom Downs March 23. 


CREECH ENTRY WINS 

Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Sound Advice, shipped 
from Santa Anita to Epsom Downs, has been 
made favorite in four successive races, the latest 
being in the Houston Handicap ($1,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, six furlongs), on March 21, 
when the Wise Counsellor colt ran coupled with 
Reaping (3-y-o, 106). On the first two occasions 
Sound Advice disappointed, placing third and 
second, then won easily in an overnight handicap. 
In the stakes event, picking up 126 pounds, 
Sound Advice had no difficulty. He began slowly, 
but Paul Keester moved him up rapidly after 
the first quarter, and Sound Advice took the 
lead from his stablemate with little effort. Under 
strong restraint he came to the finish leading 
Reaping by a half-length. In third place through- 
out most of the distance was W. C. Stroube’s 
Croon (118), and the Stimulus mare finished a 
length and a half behind Reaping, a length in 
front of H. C. Rumage’s Bold Lover (116). The 


others, never prominent, were The Darb (106), 
Slavonia (3-y-o, 95), Fickle Chance (112), and 
Clarify (10514). Time, :2335, :47%, 1:12%, 
track fast.

ee eee of committees to study 
various phases of racing was made March 21 
by Walter H. Donovan, president of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners.

The end of the current meeting will come, if 
dates are not again changed, on March 29, when 
the Louisiana Derby, with $5,000 added, will 
climax the season.

(and $57,220), including Highclere Nursery, Liverpool 
Nursery, Column Produce Stakes, Hurst Park Plate, 
Great National Produce Stakes, Durham County Produce 
Plate, Great Yorkshire Stakes, North Derby, Ascot Trien- 
nial, Atlantic Stakes, March Stakes, Bridgemar Stakes, etc.

SIRES OF WINNERS 


IRST statistics of sires of winners in 1936, 

taken from THE BLOOD-HORSE’S records, ap- 
pear below. As was the case last year, the rich 
Santa Anita Handicap lifted the sire of its win- 
ner to the top of the list, and Peanuts, which 
stands at Robert L. Gerry’s Aknusti Stud, Delhi, 
N. Y., is leading in amount of money won, with 
a total of $105,400. Top Row’s victory accounted 
for $104,600 of this total, and two victories for 
the 4-year-old Why Yes complete the record. 
Second on the list is *Sickle, J. E. Widener’s son 
of Phalaris, which has had 13 winners, including 
Brevity, winner of the Florida Derby. Peanuts 
was in eleventh place on the list of sires for 
1935, with only first monies considered, and 
*Sickle was in twentieth place. Victory of He 
Did in the Santa Anita Derby played a large 
part in placing the dead Victorian in third 
place.
